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Com.m.encing  with  this  num.ber,  the  nam.e  of  the  publication  has  been 
changed  from  the  rather  haughty  title  of  Wilson^s  Num^ismatlc  Re- 
pository to,  sim.ply.  The  Repository.  Why?  Because. 

In  a quite  relaxed  and  fraternal  atmosphere,  the  fine  numism.atic 
library  of  professional  num.ism.a ti s t Lester  Merkin  was  dispersed  at 
public  auction  in  New  York  City  on  the  afternoon  of  June  15.  Com- 
plim^ented  by  choice  selections  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Colonial 
specialist,  Richard  Picker,  the  sale  proved  to  be  perhaps  the  most 
im^portant  offering  of  rare  num.ism:atic  books  to  appear  on  the  m.arket 
since  the  m.onuniental  Lee /Champa /Essex  libraries  were  auctioned  in 
June  of  1981. 

Once  again,  the  expert  pen  of  professional  bibliophile  George  Fred- 
erick Kolbe  has  risen  to  the  occassion,  producing  yet  another  fine 
and  splendid  catalogue  which  in  years  to  com.e  will  certainly  be 
recognized  as  a valuable  reference  to  our  hobby.  More  than  a mere 
listing  of  printed  titles,  the  catalogue  contains  a veritable  trea- 
sure trove  of  information,  anecdotes  and  background  data  unequalled 
in  recent  timies.  If  you  did  not  order  a copy  prior  to  the  sale,  I 
strongly  urge  you  to  contact  George  at  P.  0.  Drawer  I6IO-A,  Crest- 
line, CA  9232.5  to  learn  if  any  copies  are  still  available. 

Perhaps  the  best  m.ethod  of  illustrating  the  rarity  and  desirability 
of  the  m.aterial  offered  would  be  to  miention  that  I,  on  behalf  of 
a number  of  clients,  attended  the  sale  arm.ed  with  bids  totalling 
m:ore  than  $30,000.00.  I succeeded  in  obtaining  only  about  $8,000.00 
worth  of  books  ! 

The  sale  began  auspiciously  enough,  with  m:OSt  of  the  foreign  and 
ancient  titles  being  garnered  at  or  below  estim.ated  ranges.  But, 
once  we  reached  the  United  States  m.aterial,  sensibilities  began  to 
unravel.  The  first  of  m.any  four-figure  lots  to  be  knocked  down  was 
a com.plete  set  of  Am;erican  Journal  of  Num.i sm.a ti cs  which  opened  at 
$3,300.00  and  sold  to  the  book  at  $3,900.00.  T'J  personally,  was 
surprised  that  the  set  brought  such  a price,  as  three  superior 
sets,  auctioned  last  sum.m.er  by  Kolbe,  Bowers  & Merena  and  m;yself, 
all  brought  prices  in  the  low  $3,000.00  range.  Two  lots  later  cam.e 
one  of  the  best  buys  of  the  sale,  an  original  copy  of  Attinelli’s 
Num.i  sgraphi cs , which  brought  only  $650.00  following  an  opening  of 
$500.00.  Things  began  to  get  interesting  when  lot  1?9,  an  I878 
edition  of  Crosby’s  Early  Coins  of  Am.erica  opened  at  $500.00  and 
subsequently  was  ham.mjered  down  at  an  im.pressive  $1,100.00.  Esti- 
m.ated  at  $5b0-$750,  Thom.as  Hall’s  A Descriptive  List  of  the  Coppers 
Issued  by  Authority,  For  the  State  of  Connecticut,  For  the  Year 
1787  brought  $ 1 ,400.00  to  the  floor . 

Half  Cent  enthusiasts  flexed  their  m:uscle  as  lots  148  and  151  cam.e 
up.  The  former,  a specially  prepared  copy  of  the  Brobston  Collec- 


ticn  offered  far  sale  at  fixed  prices  by  Stack’s  in  1963,  and  con- 
taining photographic  plates  showing  every  coin  in  the  cabinet,  was 
purchases  for  the  extremely  strong  price  of  $?,?00.00  after  a fur- 
ious floor  battle.  The  latter  lot,  The  Philip  M.  Showers  Collec- 
tion of  United  States  Half  Cents,  left  the  underbidders  bloody  but 
unbowed  i'i  Tt  com.m.and ed  $3,700.00  following  a $400.00  opening. 

The  highlight  of  the  Am.erican  silver  and  gold  coin  wor;<s  was  a fine 
copy  of  Browning's  treatise  on  early  quarters  which  brought  $700.00. 
A copy  of  Overton’s  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties,  annotated  by 
Walter  Bree^n,  sold  at  $3^5.00.  ^ 


As  we  approached  the  Am.erican  auction  sales,  I was  becom.ing  som:e- 
what  distressed,  as  I had  been  successful  on  only  1?  of  50  lots 
for  which  I had  comm:issions  thus  far  into  the  sale.  Finally,  I 
was  able  to  obtain  lot  225,  a copy  of  S . H,  & H.  Chapm.an’s  Thomas 
Warner  sale,  with  plates,  for  $950.00  - substantially  less  than  my 
limit.  Then,  I got  lot  239,  Henry  Chapman’s  sale  of  the  George  M. 
Parsons  cabinet,  for  $2,500.00.  This  was  more  than  $1,000.00  less 
than  m.y  lim.it,  and  I was  beginning  to  feel  a bit  better  about  every- 
thing. My  spirits  were  further  heightened  as  I obtained  still  an- 
other scarce  Chapm.an  catalogue,  the  Sleicher  collection,  at  a miere 
$1,600.00.  I had  carried  a com.m;ission  of  well  over  $4,000.00  for 
the  piece,  and  had  anticipated  a "fight  to  the  finish"  on  this 
piece,  as  I knew  several  others  in  attendance  also  despartely  wanted 
the  item.  I was  in  a state  of  shock  when  the  underbidder,  sitting 
directly  in  front  of  me,  but  with  his  head  turned  toward  me  through- 
out the  battle,  suddenly  dropped  his  card  as  I took  the  $1,600  call. 
Feeling  quite  smiug,  I lapsed  into  a sense  of  sel f— assuredness  which 
was  to  quickly  turn  to  chagrin,  as  I was  not  to  capture  any  more  of 
the  "great"  prizes  in  this  sale.  I did  manage  to  procure  a few  more 
inexpensive  items,  but  all  in  all,  the  auction  was  over  for  me  after 
the  Sleicher.  In  total,  I captured  only  26  of  the  99  prisoners  I 
sought . 


A few  other  catalogues  which  brought  strong  prices  included  a plated 
Zabriskie  at  $1,100.00;  the  plated  Chapman  sale  of  May  14,  1885  at 
$1,100.00;  a plated  Parmelee  catalogue  at  $1,500.00;  the  H.  P. 

3rr.ith  catalogue  of  the  Maris  Collection  at  $2,700.00,  and  the  Gran- 
berg  catalogue  by  the  United  States  Coin  Co.  at  the  same  figur^. 

As  an  agent,  I had  to  be  disappointed  at  not  being  able  to  obtain 
m.ore  lots  for  my  clients.  However,  as  a dealer,  I liked  what  I 
saw.  This  m.agnificent  offering  gave  many  indications  that  the  lit- 
erature marxet  m:ay  be  awakening.  I saw  m.any  ’new  faces  at  the 
sale  which  might  just  mean  that  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  a renewed 
interest  and  awareness  of  the  im.portance  of  numismatic  books.

Kargo 
Fur.sell.  editor  of  Coin  World,  has  graciously  granted  me  permission 
to' reprint  a cc-ti  on  of  a 19ti0  series  on  prominent  early  numisma- 
tists u... oh  appeared  in  that  fine  publication.  The  article  was  ex- 
cerpted from  Fred  Heed's  column  "Numi s-my ster i es " which  appeared  in 

1976-1977  . 
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THOMAS  L.  ELDER 

Thomas  Lindsay  Elder,  the  veteran  collector,  dealer,  medallist  and 
hobby  promoter  was  evidentally  born  in  Dayton,  Pa.  c.  1873  although 
one  report  gives  the  date  as  Nov.  ?2,  1877.  Reared  in  western  Penn- 
sylvania, he  was  educated  at  Beaver  College,  and  removed  to  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  about  1901  and  served  for  a time  as  a government  telegrapher. 
The  following  year  he  returned  to  Pittsburgh  and  hung  out  his  shin- 
gle as  an  "importer  and  dealer  in  ancient  and  modern  coins,  paper 
money,  curios,  cut  gems,  etc." 

A collector  from  early  childhood,  first  of  tobacco  tin  tags  and  then 
Indian  arrow  heads  and  fossils,  he  became  enamored  with  coins  in 
1887  at  age  13,  when  his  father  presented  him  a small  accumulation. 
This  fortunate  "accident"  he  related,  blossomed  with  his  inherent 
interest  in  history  and  aesthetics;  he  purchased  broadly  though  on 
a small  scale  budget,  familiarized  himself  with  a wide  spectrum  of 
numismatic  objects,  and  by  I896  started  "in  a small  way  to  sell 
coins . " 

Also  a gem  collector,  and  vice  president  of  the  American  Society  of 
Curio  Collectors,  he  joined  the  ANA  July,  1899,  and  by  1900  pro- 
nounced him*self  "a  full  fledged  dealer  in  coins,  medals  and  paper 
money."  He  held  his  first  mail  bid  sale  March  5,  1903,  moved  to 
New  York  City  and  held  his  first  public  sale  in  1905.  During  the 
succeeding  generation,  his  became  virtually  the  "only  game  in  town," 
and  his  alm^ost  monthly  auctions  the  most  famous  of  all  time.  Even 
a partial  listing  of  his  clients  would  be  remiss  not  to  note  Levick, 
Doughty,  Gilbert,  Woodin,  Appleton,  H.  C.  Miller,  Wright,  Ezekial, 
Poillon,  Low,  Bauer,  Valentine,  Higgins,  S.  H.  Chapman,  Guttag, 

Adams,  Belden  and  Rice. 

Mem;ber  of  the  ANS  from  Jan.  I8,  1904,  a founder  and  officer  of  the 
New  York  Nuniismatic  Club  in  1907,  council  member  of  the  British  Nu- 
m.ism.atic  Society,  and  member  of  a host  of  other  historical  and  hobby 
groups,  his  abiding' interest  became  "making  new  collectors."  An 
exonumist  by  choice,  for  the  species'  historical  and  educational 
value,  he  claimed  the  finest  collections  of  Franklin,  Jackson,  Clay, 
Harrison  and  Van  Buren  tokens  and  medals,  published  several  worthy 
catalogues  in  this  field,  and  turned  out  a host  of  propaganda  pieces 
on  his  own  initiative,  which  have  become  highly  collectible  them- 
selves . 

A "lover  of  coins,"  possessed  of  a keen  mind  and  dynamic  personality, 
he  successfully  bridged  the  gap  between  the  novice  beginner  and  eru- 
dite advanced  hobbyist.  "Not  everyone  can  be  a connoisseur,  because 
it  costs  m.oney  to  be  one,"  he  reflected.  An  articulate  advocate  of 
a more  artistic  coinage,  academic  training  in  numismatics,  and  study 
and  patience  in  collecting,  he  adopted  roles  as  both  "Numismatic 
Philistine"  and  white  knight  of  the  numismatic  round  table,  and 
em.erged  as  the  dean  of  his  generation  in  this  hobby.  He  held  court 
until  1940,  retired  to  Traveler's  Rest,  S.  C.,  and  remained  there 
until  his  death  on  May  11,  1948. 

During  his  lifetime,  Elder  emitted  nearly  three  hundred  auction 
catalogues,  and  once  claimed  that  he  could  turn  out  a thousand  lot 
offering  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours.
